No. GA EF2/33 84/2002. 5th February 2009. 

It is hereby notified that the following Amendment to 
the Amended Regulation of 2002 of the Regulation 1977 
(Chapter IV) relating to the Qualification, Placement and 
Promotion of University and College Teachers have been 
finally approved by the Senate at its meeting held on 
28-6-2008 and the Academic Council meeting held on 
7-10-2008. 

The following Amendments including incorporations 
and deletions are made to the Amended Regulation of 
2002 of the Rugulation 1977 i.e., in Regulation 3, relating 
to the qualification of Teachers of the University and in 
Regulation 4, Teachers of Non- professional affiliated Arts 
and Science Colleges (Chapter IV) with effect from 
7-10-2008. 


Amendments: 

I. The qualification for the post of teachers in the 
amended Regulation 2002, page 1, 2 Amendments, 
(b) Qualifications (in general) for Lecturers is 
amended as detailed below: 

“A good academic record with at least 55% 
marks (without grace or rounding off) at Master’s 
degree level in the relevant subject of the 
University or any Indian/Foreign University as 
equivalent thereto and qualifying in the National 
Eligibility Test conducted by the UGC, CSIR or a 
similar test accredited by the UGC or Ph.D in the 
concerned subject or completed M.Phil degree in 
the concerned subject on or before 31st December 
1993 shall be the minimum qualification for the post 
of lecturers”. 

II. In regulation 3. Teachers of the University (2) A. 
Reader (Open Selection) the following shall be 
inserted, within brackets, after 55% marks 
“(Without grace or rounding off).” 
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HI. Regulation 3 (3) A and 4 (2) A Lecturer clause (i) 
and (ii). 

Humanities, Social Sciences, Sciences, Commerce, 
Education, Physical Education, Foreign Language 
and Law are amended as follows: 

(i) Good academic record with at least 55% marks 
(without grace or rounding off) or an 
equivalent grade at Master’s degree level in 
the relevant subject of the University or of an 
Indian/Foreign University as equivalent 
thereto. 

(ii) Clearance in the Eligibility test (NET) for 
lecturers conducted by the UGC, CSIR or a 
similar test accredited by the UGC or Ph.D in 
the concerned subject or completed M.Phil 
degree in the concerned subject on or before 
31st December 1993. 

IV Regulation 3 (3) B and 4 (2) B Lecturer in 
Journalism and Communication clauses (i) and (ii) 
are amended as detailed below: 

(i) Good academic record with at least 55% marks 
(without grace or rounding off) or an 
equivalent grade at Master’s degree level in 
communication/Mass Communication, 
Journalism of this University or from an Indian 
University or an equivalent degree from a 
Foreign University recognized as equivalent 
thereto. 

OR 

At least 55% marks (without grace or 
rounding off) or equivalent grade at Master’s 
degree level in the Humanities, Social Sciences 
and Sciences of this University or an 
equivalent degree from an Indian/Foreign 
University recognized as equivalent thereto 
with at least Second Class Bachelor’s degree 
or Post Graduate Diploma in Communication/ 
Mass communication or Journalism from a 
recognized Indian University/National Institute. 

(ii) Clearance in NET for lecturers conducted by 
the UGC, CSIR or a similar test accredited by 
the UGC or Ph.D in the concerned subject or 
completed M.Phil Degree in the concerned 
subject on or before 31 st December 1993. 


V Regulation 3 (3) C and 4 (2) C. Lecturer in Music 
clauses (i) and (ii) are amended as follows: 

(i) Good academic record with at least 55% marks 
(without grace or rounding off) or an 
equivalent grade at Master’s degree level in 
the relevant subject of the University or an 
equivalent degree from an Indian/Foreign 
University as equivalent thereto. 

(ii) Clearance in the eligibility test (NET) for 
lecturers conducted by the UGC, CSIR or 
similar test accredited by the UGC or Ph.D in 
the concerned subject or Completed M.Phil 
degree in the concerned subject on or before 
31st December 1993. 

VI The c OR’ clause in Regulation 3 (3) C and 4 (2) C. 
are deleted. 

VC. The whole Regulation 3 (7) rewarding merits is 
deleted. 

Vm. The Note contained in Regulation 4. Teachers of 
Non-Professional affiliated Arts and Science 
Colleges (1) B. Reader (promotion) is modified as. 

Note:—“In the case of Aided Colleges, those who fulfill 

the conditions for the placement, as Reader will 
be re-designated as Reader 

IX. In Regulation 5. Incentives for Ph.D/M.Phil, 
clause 3, the word ‘in the higher scale’ is inserted 
in between advance increments as and when she/ 
he moves into selection grade Lecturer/Reader. 

X. Regulation 6 (A) Career Advancement Scheme is 
modified as detailed below by deleting the part 
“wherever the requirement of Orientation/Refresher 
courses has remained incomplete the promotions 
would not be held up but these must be completed 
by 31-3-2001” as follows: 

The requirement of participation in Orientation/ 
Refresher course/Summer Institutes, each of 
at least 3 to 4 weeks duration, and consistently 
satisfactory performance appraisal reports, shall be 
the mandatory requirement of Career Advancement 
from Lecturer to Lecturer (Senior Scale) and from 
Lecturer (Senior Scale) to Lecturer (Selection 
Grade)”. 

XL The note contained in Regulation 8. Period of 
probation and confirmation is deleted.
